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HE Uſe of the Bow is of fo 
great Antiquity, and of ſo impor- 
tant a Conſequence for a defenſive and 
offenſeve Armes, that I could not but a 
little conſider, how needful- the true 
knowledge of its Uſe was eſteemed of 
Oid, and how lirtle it i5 accounted now. 
[t is uncertain, as well as (almoſt un- 
known, who was the Firſt Inventor of 
the-.Bow ; but if we examine the Pr/oba- 
bility there may be of its being derived 
from the Tyranical Government of 
Nimrcd, that fo Mighty Hunter before 
the Lord, we may Confedare him to be 
the firſt Inventor of the Bow : | For as 


he is called the Firſt Founder of a Mo-" 


narchick, Government, by reducing and 
ſubduing a diſordered People under 
the Government of himſelf; ſo was he 
likewiſe eſteemed a Aighty Hunter in 
another reſpect, for that he Subaued like- 
wiſe the Beaſts of the Field; as is ob- 
ferved of. him and his Character, by 
ſundry Commentators on him and his 
Family. So that in the whole we may 
X G {up* 
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\ ſuppoſe him to be the Inventor, orfirſt 
\Finder out of the Bow, as a Weapon 
of an infallible Execution and mortal 
Efficacy on that account. Nor can] 
find any mention made of the Bow thro 
the whole Hyſtory of Geneſis from Nim- 
- . yod to Eſau, they both being charaCteri- 
zed with thoſe Epithets of Afghty 
, and Cunning Hunters, Men of the Field ; 
who very well underſtood the Uſe of 
the Bow, as. well for- their Profit as 
Pleaſure ; the laſt of which is partic 
_  tarly hinted in the commands of 1/aac 
' to E/as, that. with his Quiver and his 
Bow, he ſhould Hunt and take that only 
Seaſonable Diſh,which-might procure and 
entaile- a Bleſſing on him and his Pofte 
rity. Nay, that Holy: Patriarch Jaco 
himſelf, in his laſt Will and Teſtament 
.to his Iluſtrious Family, bequeaths a 
ſingular Portion to his beloved Joſeph, 
which the ftrength of his Bow had inti- 
tled him to. Ger..48. 22. 
Nor are we to doubt in what Eſtima- 
tion it was held .to the Reign of D«- 
vid King of /ſracl, who thought it the 
moſt Neceſſary Qualification of his Sub- 
jets, to be very-well verſed in the.
